History  of  the  Exmouth  Hospital 


'T'HE  first  Cottage  Hospital  in  Exmouth  was  started  in  8, 
Clarence  Road  by  the  late  Mrs.  Hume  Long  in  1884,  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Hodgson,  and  assisted  by  Nurse  Harris. 
In  1886  Mrs.  Hume  Long  took  two  houses  in  Bicton  Street, 
converting  them  into  a  Hospital  and  calling  it  The  Maud  Hospital, 
after  her  daughter,  who  had  died.  She  fitted  it  up  completely 
and  ran  it  entirely  herself  with  the  aid  of  nurses,  superintending 
and  paying  for  everything,  including  a  Medical  Library,  which 
she  provided. 

Mrs.  Hume  Long  died  in  December,  1899,  and  early  in 
1900  the  Rt.  Hon.  Walter  Long,  M.P.,  who  was  afterwards  Lord 
Long  of  Wraxall,  handed  the  Hospital  over  to  a  Committee  to 
manage,  together  with  £250  for  its  upkeep. 

The  residents  of  Exmouth  and  neighbourhood  came 
forward  and  subscribed  towards  its  maintenance. 

In  1902  it  was  decided  that  the  Maud  Hospital  was  a  very 
unsuitable  building,  and  the  public  were  asked  to  subscribe 
to  build  a  new  hospital.  Donations  were  quickly  forthcoming, 
and  Mr.  W.  Davis,  of  “  Doneraile,”  gave  £1,000  towards  the 
new  building,  which  was  called  “  The  Exmouth  Cottage  Hospital.” 
Lady  Gertrude  Rolle  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the  new  building 
on  September  3rd,  1902,  and  the  Hospital  was  opened  for  the 
reception  of  patients  on  July  6th,  1903. 

The  kitchen  department  originally  was  placed  upstairs. 
This  was  found  to  be  inconvenient,  so  in  1916  the  kitchens  were 
brought  downstairs.  Extra  bedrooms  which  were  badly  needed 
were  added  and  paid  for  by  Major  Tracey,  in  memory  of  his 
wife. 


In  1925  it  was  again  found  that  the  Hospital  was  too 
small  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town.  It  was  felt  that  a  Children’s 
Ward  was  necessary,  as  well  as  other  additions,  including  an 
X-ray  room,  a  new  out-patient  department  and  additional 
bedrooms  for  nurses.  In  the  succeeding  six  years  Dr.  Stanley 
Thomas  and  his  helpers  visualised  and  succeeded  in  carrying 
through  a  complete  remodelling  of  the  existing  structure,  whereby 
the  complement  of  beds  in  the  Hospital  was  increased  from 
sixteen  to  thirty-six.  The  foundation  stone  of  the  extension 
was  laid  by  Lady  Clinton  in  October,  1929.  The  Hospital 
building  was  therefore  more  than  doubled  in  size  and  it  was 
provided  with  a  fully  up-to-date  Operating  Theatre  and  with 
the  most  modern  equipment  throughout,  except  in  the  X-ray 
department.  The  nurses’  quarters  and  the  quarters  for  the 
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domestic  staff  were  also  rebuilt  on  modern  lines.  The  Hospital 
thus  enlarged  was  renamed  “  The  Exmouth  Hospital/’  and  it 
was  reopened  by  Lord  Exmouth  in  May,  1932,  but  the  work  was 
not  completed  till  several  months  later. 

In  1928  a  successful  Grand  Bazaar,  organised  by  Mr. 
Farleigh,  brought  in  £3,800.  The  people  of  Exmouth  also  came 
forward  with  liberal  donations,  to  the  extent  of  over  £10,000. 
The  largest  gifts  towards  the  building  fund  were  those  of  Mrs. 
Milles  (£1,500),  Mr.  Braund  (£1,000),  the  Lord  Clinton  and 
Mr.  C.  M.  P.  Wright  (£500  each).  Legacies  of  £500  were  also 
received  from  the  executors  of  Mrs.  Powell  and  of  the  Setten 
estate.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sowton  Barrow  at  this  time  contributed 
£1,000  towards  the  Hospital  endowments,  while  a  legacy  of 
over  £500  from  Mrs.  Davis  was  applied  to  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital.  The  cost  of  the  improvements,  however,  partly 
owing  to  delays  in  building,  reached  £20,000,  and  unfortunately, 
owing  to  the  prevailing  depression  and  in  spite  of  the  very 
generous  response,  the  full  amount  required  was  not  secured. 
The  Hospital  was  left  with  a  building  debt  of  over  £6,000. 

In  1930  the  Exmouth  and  District  Hospital  League  came 
into  being.  So  rapid  was  its  growth  that,  by  the  end  of  the  year 
1935,  59  per  cent,  of  the  in-patients  in  the  Hospital  were  members 
of  the  League. 

In  1933,  by  the  generosity  of  Miss  Sheldon,  a  modern 
X-ray  plant  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  over  six  hundred  pounds. 
Extra  quarters  for  the  night  nursing  staff  were  also  provided 
from  a  bequest  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Law. 

In  1934,  owing  to  a  very  generous  gift  of  £2,000  by  Miss 
Sheldon,  and  a  further  effort  towards  reduction,  the  building 
debt  was  substantially  reduced,  and  in  1935  it  was  further  reduced 
as  a  result  of  a  legacy  by  Mr.  J.  Braund.  It  is  still  over  £1,800. 

In  1935,  the  kitchen  premises  were  enlarged  and  a  cold 
storage  larder  was  installed.  In  1938  by  the  help  of  the  Hospital 
League  the  kitchen  was  modernised  by  the  installation  of  an 
Aga  cooking  range  and  ice  generating  plant. 

In  1938  four  additional  private  wards  with  a  private 
ward  kitchen  were  added.  They  were  given  by  Miss  Sheldon 
at  a  cost  of  £2,250.

REPORT  FOR  1939. 

HTHE  year  1939  is  divided  into  two  parts,  the  pre-war  period, 

January  to  August,  and  the  war  period,  September  to 
December.  In  the  pre-war  period  seventy-eight  more  in-patients 
were  admitted  to  the  Exmouth  Hospital  than  in  the  corres¬ 
ponding  period  of  1938.  In  spite  of  the  clearance,  made  under 
Government  orders  when  war  became  imminent,  the  number 
of  in-patients  admitted  in  1939,  apart  from  war  casualties  and 
unaccompanied  evacuee  children,  has  risen  above  the  five  hundred 
figure  for  the  first  time  in  our  history.  Exmouth  appears  to 
have  suited  the  evacuee  children  so  well  that,  after  a  rush  of 
cases  requiring  treatment  as  soon  as  these  visitors  arrived,  the 
registers  reserved  for  them  show  an  ever  improving  bill  of  health. 
The  figures  for  local  residents  have  been  augmented  by  the 
number  of  accidents  during  the  war  period. 

The  Hospital  is  classed  by  the  Government  as  a  small 
first-class  hospital  for  the  direct  reception  of  casualties.  From 
March  onwards  the  danger  of  war  was  always  present  and,  under 
the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  preparations  were  made 
so  that  we  should  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with  a  considerable 
influx  of  cases  at  short  notice.  Reserve  stores  of  drugs,  dress¬ 
ings,  provisions  and  fuel  were  accumulated.  Arrangements 
were  made  to  black-out  immediately  the  operating  theatre, 
the  wards  and  the  other  working  portions  of  the  hospital.  By 
the  generosity  of  Exmouth  residents,  whose  names  are  recorded 
on  page  (|>6,  an  additional  twelve  beds  and  bedding  were  pro¬ 
vided.  The  black-out  arrangements  and  part  of  the  stores  were 
paid  for  by  private  gifts.  When  war  broke  out,  the  hospital 
was  ready  for  emergencies.  Since  then,  in  order  to  secure 
normal  working  as  far  as  possible,  temporary  structural  alter¬ 
ations  have  been  made.  Eight  additional  beds  and  bedding 
have  been  added  and  the  black-out  has  been  completed.  Owing 
to  the  war  we  can  no  longer  take  the  loan  of  the  private  portable 
X-Ray  set,  which  Dr.  Wroth  most  kindly  used  to  bring  down 
from  Exeter,  when  one  was  required  here,  so  we  have  also  had 
to  purchase  at  a  cost  of  over  £160  a  portable  X-ray  plant  to 
supplement  our  existing  stationary  X-Ray  installation.  In 
spite  of  the  gifts  received,  war  preparations  have  therefore  seriously 
depleted  the  general  funds  of  the  hospital.  The  total  cost  of 
these  preparations  have  been  over  seven  hundred  pounds.  The 
greater  part  of  this  sum  had  been  actually  expended  before  the 
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outbreak  of  war.  We  received  during  the  year  by  gift  of  Lord 
Nuffield  an  “  iron  lung  ”  for  the  hospital. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  during  the  year 
again  shows  a  large  increase,  as  does  the  number  of  X-Ray  ex¬ 
aminations.  The  people  of  Exmouth  were  making  more  and 
more  use  of  the  hospital  till,  when  war  came,  the  clearance  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  number  of  occupied  beds  falling  during  September, 
1939,  to  391,  as  compared  with  710  in  September,  1938.  This 
clearance  has  naturally  affected  the  average  length  of  stay  of 
in-patients,  bringing  it  down  to  16  days. 

The  rise  in  the  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  of  an  in-patient 
is  largely  due  to  the  insistence  by  the  Committee  of  the  Hospital’s 
Year  Book  that  this  average  should  be  spread  over  all  in-patients, 
including  private  ward  patients.  It  is  due  to  a  lesser  degree  to 
the  higher  prices  resulting  from  war  conditions.  Our  feeding 
and  other  expenses  would  have  been  considerably  higher  but  for 
the  providence  of  Mr.  Farleigh  in  having  a  good  supply  of  food¬ 
stuffs  in  reserve  on  the  outbreak  of  war.  These  have  helped 
matters  greatly  during  the  first  four  months  of  hostilities,  but 
there  will  be  a  further  rise  next  year. 

Over  sixty-six  per  cent,  of  the  available  bed  space  in  the 
private  wards  was  occupied  in  1939,  the  same  proportion  as  in 
1938,  though  this  year  we  have  had  throughout  the  full  com¬ 
plement  of  eight  beds.  This  shows  again  that  the  private  ward 
extension  Was  fully  justified.  All  eight  beds  were  occupied  on 
fifty-two  days  in  the  year.  There  were  more  than  a  hundred 
private  ward  patients.  Nearly  half  of  these  were  members  of 
the  Exmouth  and  District  Hospital  League.  We  admire  the 
way  in  which  the  Exmouth  League  has  maintained  its  organis¬ 
ation  and  placed  itself  in  a  position  to  pay  the  standard  main¬ 
tenance  charge  during  1940  in  spite  of  the  war. 

Subscriptions  have  been  well  maintained,  but  there  has 
been  a  decrease  in  ordinary  donations,  an  absence  of  legacies  and, 
owing  to  the  war,  no  flag  day  this  year.  We  owe  a  special  debt 
of  gratitude  to  all  who  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  Hospital 
pantomime.  Again  we  thank  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  of 
the  Churches  in  Exmouth,  the  Committees  of  the  Queen  Victoria 
Commemoration  and  King  Edward  Memorial  Funds,  the  Alex¬ 
andra  Rose  Day,  Hospital  Ball,  Rugby  Football  Club  and  Ex¬ 
mouth  Shopping  Week,  the  Motor  Week  donors,  the  Catholic 
Women’s  League,  the  “  Sunday  Pictorial  ”  and  the  house-to- 
house  collectors  for  what  they  have  done  for  us.  Expenses  have 
been  very  heavy  for  the  reasons  given  and,  but  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  contribution  made  during  the  war  months,  we  should  have 
had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  carrying  on. 

Mr.  Snell  has  joined  our  staff  as  consulting  ophthalmic 

(  ^  ) 


surgeon.  Dr.  Foy  has  left  to  join  the  forces.  Mr.  Greenwood 
has  taken  charge  of  the  records  of  the  Casualty  Department. 
Otherwise  our  Medical  Staff,  Consulting  and  Honorary,  our 
Matron,  Sisters,  Radiographer,  Almoner,  Administrative  Staff 
(including  Mrs.  Farleigh  and  Miss  Sheldon)  and  our  Honorary 
Auditors,  Solicitors  and  Architect  are  the  same  team  as  last  year. 
We  hope  that  all  of  these  will  be  able  to  render  to  us  in  1940  the 
loyal  service  that  they  have  given  us  in  1939. 

Our  nurses  and  probationers  have  worked  well  as  in 
former  years.  Again  we  welcome  a  younger  sister  of  a  former 
staff  nurse.  Nurse  Harris  has  passed  the  State  Preliminary 
Examination. 

By  arrangement  with  Miss  Landon,  members  of  the 
Voluntary  Aid  Detachments  have  attended  Hospital  in  relays 
for  training  under  Miss  Atkinson.  They  have  not  only  received 
useful  instruction  they  have  also  rendered  us  valuable  help. 
163  Exmouth  residents  have  also  attended  to  be  tested  as  blood 
donors  for  blood  transfusion. 

Our  efforts  at  expansion  and  control  over  expenses  have 
been  greatly  assisted  by  the  work  of  the  Linen  League  and  the 
Ladies’  Committee. 

This  year  we  append  for  the  first  time  to  our  report  a 
statement  of  affairs  as  well  as  the  statement  of  income  and  ex¬ 
penditure.  This  has  involved  much  additional  work  and  we 
wish  to  thank  our  Auditors  very  much  for  its  preparation  and 
also  those  helpers  who  have  given  skilled  assistance  in  valuing 
the  various  sections. 

And  now  a  hard  year  lies  ahead  of  us.  In  this  war  the 
Civil  Hospitals  have  been  deliberately  put  into  the  front  line. 
We  may  have  to  deal  at  any  moment  with  an  influx  of  casualties 
or  transferred  cases  from  the  front  or  from  other  hospitals.  We 
may  have  our  own  casualties  also  and  it  is  of  no  use  making 
arrangements  in  the  town  to  deal  with  such  casualties  and  trans¬ 
port  them  to  hospital  unless  the  resources  of  the  hospital  are  kept 
adequate  in  advance  for  the  treatment  and  proper  maintenance 
of  the  patients,  when  they  arrive.  At  the  same  time  we  have 
to  keep  our  ordinary  work  going  for  the  proper  care  of  the  people 
of  this  town.  We  are  more  than  four  hundred  pounds  down  on 
the  year’s  working.  Unless  we  have  full  support,  Exmouth 
fails  in  part  of  her  war  effort.  We  look  to  our  friends  to  guard 
us  against  this.

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The  Linen  League. 

rJ^HE  Linen  League  starts  in  the  year  1940  with  a  balance  of 

£29  5s.  6d.,  which  is  less  by  £7  2s.  4d.  than  that  of  1939, 
and  unfortunately  it  is  actually  even  less  than  it  appears  to  be,  as 
£15  of  the  amount  is  a  loan  from  a  generous  supporter. 

As  usual  the  heaviest  expense  was  on  linen,  for  which  we 
had  to  face  a  bill  from  D.  Stewart  &  Co.,  for  £61  4s.  5d. 

The  receipts  from  Pound  Day  were  very  small,  amounting 
to  only  £11  8s.  9d. 

Many  of  the  Hospital’s  old  friends  had  given  generously 
to  a  fund  for  providing  bedsteads  and  bedding  to  equip  the 
Hospital  for  the  probable  eventuality  of  an  influx  of  war  casualties 
and  evacuees  as  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  so  it  was 
unreasonable  to  expect  them  also  to  respond  to  the  Pound  Day 
appeal.  Hence  there  is  a  drop  of  £10  in  our  funds. 

Our  collectors  have  shown  much  zeal ;  there  have  been 
several  changes  as  some  who  have  collected  for  many  years  were 
unable  to  continue  to  do  so. 

The  collectors  in  1939  were  Mrs.  Begbie,  Mrs.  Miller,  Mrs. 
Orchard,  Mrs.  Battiscombe,  Mrs.  Valpy  French,  Mrs.  Griffiths, 
Miss  Landon,  Miss  Butt  and  Miss  Sheldon. 

The  machinery  of  the  Linen  League  was  employed  in 
choosing  and  equipping  the  extra  beds  required  by  the  Hospital 
as  war  reserve  and  the  heavy  expenditure  in  linen  this  year  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Linen  League  Committee  considered  that 
the  stocks  should  be  kept  well  up  to  standard  in  view  of  the 
emergency. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  taxation  due  to  the  war;  we  can  hardly 
expect  our  funds  to  be  as  satisfactory  as  in  time  of  peace,  but  we 
hope  all  our  friends  and  supporters  will  do  their  best  in  response 
to  our  appeal  for  this  worthy  object  and  enable  the  Linen  League 
to  meet  the  constant  claims  and  demands  on  it.
